New Method Could Relie 


Efforts to correct the dirty water situa- 
tion through flushing will continue in the 
Shawsheen area until Spring, or a break in 
the weather when a new method will be 
employed. 

Use of a foam-plug cleaning procedure 
has been recommended by Director of 
Public Works Robert E. McQuade and will 
be employed as soon as weather condition 
allow for the procedure. 

The new pipe cleaning method was 
among five recommendations presented 
selectmen Monday night by McQuade and 
Acting Town Manager Sheldon S. Cohen. 

Some Shawsheen residents in atten- 
dance were disturbed that action could not 
come earlier, despite McQuade’s war- 
nings of more serious consequences 
brought on by winter weather in going 
forward with the foam-plug method at this 
time. 

Judge Joseph Vinceguerra of William 
Street, declaring the situation as an 
emergency, and felt the selectmen were 
giving an “I don’t care attitude,” asking 
that more effort be put forth to correct the 
Situation. 

Vinciguerra said that all sorts of protec- 
tion is offered workers for winter weather 
and machinery to dig if necessary, 
questioning why the work cannot be done 
now. 

He added that ‘‘we’ll have to come with 
guns, powder or dynamite, to get this 
problem resolved. 

McQuade explained that he had the 
protective clothing for workers, and the 
equipment, but the problem is one of 
creating icing conditions on streets, along 
with serious problems should there be ac- 
cidental pipe breakage or the foam-plus 
gets stuck causing further digging. 

Such action would result in water being 
shut off in areas for longer than the one 
day shutdown required for the foam-plug 
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cleaning. 

The new method, used in England and 
effectively in Washington, D. C. in 1970, 
would place a polyethelene plug in the 
water main and be pushed through under 
pressure removing loose particles along 
the way. 

It is an economical method and has been 
Successful in Washington. It differs from 
the cleaning and relining method which 
removes all scale and places a cement 
liner on the pipes after passing through. 
Such a method is expensive. 

Until such time as the new procedure 
can be used (it would take a couple of days 
for setup and one full day of shutting off 
water to an area) continued intermittent 
flushing will take place, to assist in reduc- 
ing or resolving the problem. 

The dirty water conditions are a 
problem, since they are not throughout the 
area, but spasmodic, skipping houses and 
Streets. 

Other recommendations made by Cohen 
and McQuade included the planning of an 
$800,000 expenditure to be presented to 
town meeting to install new eight-inch 
mains in the village area, and an annual 
appropriation similar to the $100,000 
provided annually for new storm drains, in 
order to be prepared to meet problems 
such as have occurred in the Shawsheen 
area. 
The administrators also said that $5,000 
would be needed next year to replace 
meters in the area which have been 
effected by the water quality. 

In response to questions concerning 
water bills and laundry problems, Acting 
Manager Cohen said that water consump- 
tion would be adjusted to reflect past 
payments and that personal property 
damage would have to be treated as a 
policy matter for the selectmen to decide.

dition on occasion. Cohen said the depart- 
ment is aware of this problem and would 
adjust both the water bill and the sewer 
use charge accompanying the bill, to 
reflect average payments, based on what 
they were prior to the problem arising. 


McQuade said the department is making 
every effort to correct the situation. 
“There has been improvement, but when 
the problem will reoccur, we just don’t 
know. If you want to give me the money to 
replace the pipes, I’ll start tomorrow and 
correct the whole situation.”’

The cor- 
porators were A. Graham Baldwin, 
Gladys B. Batchelder, Roscoe E. Dake, 
Russell E. Dimery, Marcia D. Eastham, 
Cornelis Heyn, Arthur F. McLean and 
Winifred L. El, Tyer. 

There were several expansions and ad- 
ditions to the original building over the 
years under the direction of the manager, 
Mary Angus, who was with the Co-Op from

its beginning until her death in the early 
1970's. 

Continued increased competition and 
difficulty in meeting pricing standards of 
other food chains, made it difficult for the 
Co-Op to remain competitive and in April 
8, 1975, at the annual meeting, the 
membership voted to liquidate the cor- 
poration. 

On August 25 of that real estate, 
physical assets and inventory were sold to 
Barcelos Brothers, who continue to 
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operate the supermarket.

Square feet of LD space in each elemen- 
tary school, while dealing with declining 
enrollments at Shawsheen, Sanborn and 
Doherty, and increases at West and 
possibly South. 

Alternative I, they said, would provide 
“consistent services’’ immediately, with 
minimum disruption of students, while 
eliminating high school overcrowding. 

In September, 1978, it would redistrict 
140 pupils from. West Elementary to 
Shawsheen, and look at the possibility of 
redistricting some South students to San- 
born the following year, 

Eight portable classrooms at the high 
school beginning next fall, Silverman said, 
could be used: for academic subjects, 
relieving tight spots in the main building. 

While the $400,000 price tag of the por- 
tables is a relative disadvantage, the 
report said that redistricting costs would 
be neglible. The number of pupils riding 
the bus would not increase, and Silverman 
noted that many pupils in the West district 
already live closer to Shawsheen. 

Alternative I also provides for eventual 
move of administrative services from ag- 
ing Jackson to either Doherty or Sanborn 
as pupil spaces become available in those 
schools, the eventual demolition of 
Jackson around 1982. 

In Alternative II, ‘‘back fill’ situation 
would follow the removal of a department 
or comparable number of pupils from An- 
dover High to West Jr. High. A correspon- 
ding number of West Jr. High pupils would 
be redistricted to East Jr. High, with East 
seventh graders moved to second floor 
space at Doherty, but still using East’s 
core facilities (auditorium, phys ed, 
cafeteria, facilities). Some 60 Doherty 
pupils would then be redistricted to 
Shawsheen, and all of Doherty 
kindergartners bused to Bancroft, 
Shawsheen and South where kindergarten 
space will be available next September. 

At the same time, 80 students would be 
redistricted from West Elementary to 
Shawsheen, and others could be 
redistricted to Sanborn in September, 


‘1979. A review of Sanborn-South-West 


boundaries and possible eventual closing 
of Jackson were also future con- 
siderations. 

The alternative met with adverse reac- 
tion from several circles, including Doher- 
ty parents who objected to having seventh 
graders in the same building with their 
younger children, even-though-they’s use 
a separate entrance.

The congressmen rem- 
inded Castro that Puerto 
Rico is U.S. territory.

tection. The congressmen 
advised Castro, therefore, 
to keep his hands out of 
Puerto Rican politics. 

But Castro flared back. 
He told the congressmen 


. flatly that he doesn't con- 


sider Puerto Rico part of: 
the United States. He said 
Puerto Rico and Cuba have 
a .common cultural and 
historical heritage. 

The dictator served no- 
tice that Cuba would con- 
tinue to give "moral and 
political” support to the 
Puerto Rican  independ- 
ence movement. But Cas- 
tro did pledge that he 
would avoid any overt acts 
of violence or sabotage. 

Fed Fight: It is now 
certain that Arthur Burns, 
the darling of the. big 
banks, will be dropped as 
chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board.

Medical Quackery?: A 
storm is brewing on Capi- 
tol Hill over "psychosur- 
gery.” This is a controver- 
sial brain operation which 
alters human __ behavior. 
Psychosurgery is a last 
resort for patients with 
violent. tendencies who 
can’t be helped by conven- 
tional treatment. 

This experimental sur- 
gery has caused an uproar 
among medical experts. 
Several leading psychia- 
trists told us that psycho- 
surgery is medical quack- 
ery at its worst. They re- 
lated horror tales of 
shattered minds and de- 
stroyed lives caused by 
bungled psychosurgery. 

But some psychiatrists 
defended the practice. 
They insisted it is legiti- 
mate medical research. A 
recent study, commis- 
sioned by the Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Depart- 
ment. called. for federal 
subsidies to study the dark 
recesses of psychosurgery. 

This is what has caused 
the storm. The Congres- 
sional Black Caucus wants 
to block the research. One 
Caucus member, Rep. 
Louis Stokes, D-Ohio, has 


oners and mental patients 
may end up as guinea pigs. 
He feared that minorities 
won't be protected against 
psychosurgery abuses. 

The next move is up to 
Califano. 

Computer Crime: Ar- 
mored car hold-ups, great 
train robberies and _ spec- 
tacular jewel thefts have 
captured our imaginations 
in the past. But the big 
crimes of the future will 
probably involve comput- 
ers. 

Unless. we. start doing 
something soon, our police 
agencies will have trouble 
coping with multi-million- 
dollar ripoffs by computer 
crooks. Here are some ex- 
amples of what has al- 
ready happened: 

A convict at leaven- 
worth federal prison used 
his computer skills to de- 
fraud the Internal Revenue 
Service of $20,000. In fact, 
a receptionist with no spe- 
cial computer training 
bilked the IRS of more 
than $200,000. 

A gang of South Koreans 
used computers to steal 
supplies from the U.S. 
Army at an average clip of 
$10 million a year. A group 
of insurance executives 
juggled the company’s 
computer. to inflate the 
company’s net worth and 
line their pockets. with 
profits. 

We have had access to an 
unpublished, comprehen- 
sive study of computer 
crimes by Gus Bequai, an 
expert on the subject. He 
works with the FBI and 
other law enforcement 
agencies. 

The study makes clear 
that our police agencies 


understanding the com- 
plexities of the computer. 

Consumer Probe: The 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is supposed to 
protect the public from 
dangerous products. The 
greater need, however, is 
for someone to oversee the 
Consumer Product Safety

Exhibit 


Fifty-eight of the thousands . of 
photographs the late Koyo Okada took of 
Mount Fuji, Japan’s sacred mountain, are 


now on. display at» Boston’s Museum of 
Science. 


The exhibition is introduced with a 
quotation from Ambassador. Edwin 0. 
Reischauer, who said that. of all the 
famous people who have tried portraying 
this symbol of Japan, ‘‘Perhaps no one has 
been more successful than Mr. Okada.”’ 


An acknowledged artist with a camera, 
Okada made photographs that resemble 
Japanese brush paintings, as well as 
photography celebrating his technical vir- 


tuosity. As a whole, the display isa por- - 


trait of the mountain in relation to its en- 
vironment — clouds, sunrises, moon- 
lighted sky, reflections in a lake. The 
mountain is seen principally. as.a serene 
presence, which, god-like, is elusive in its 
distance and in. the varied cloud for- 
mations that frequently encircle it. 


The poet Robert Lowell said, ‘‘But we 
must notice — we are designed for the 
moment.”’ With creative intensity Okada 
noticed everything about the mountain, 
particularly the clouds. He chronicled 
them all, from thunder and cirrus to the 
more imaginative ‘‘ominous,’’ and 
“‘prosperous.”’ He noticed the ‘‘Heroic’”’ 
Fuji with its dark fissures, as well as the 
way the sun at dawn gradually came up 
from behind it in benison. He paid atten- 
tion to the kinds of trees and flowers that 
could frame it in many moods. There are 
lush cherry blossoms, lonely fronds bent 
by the rain, protective, snow-covered 
branches, spirited red leaves. 


When Okada died in 1972, he had spent 60 
of his 70 years on this photography. As a 
monument to devotion, artistry, and 
powers of ovservation, Okada’s 380,000 
photographs of the mountain are probably 
unequaled, Museum director Bradford 
Washburn believes. Washburn met Okada 
in 1948 at his studio in Tokyo and at that 
time determined to bring some of the 
photos to the Museum for exhibition. This 
is their first public showing in this coun- 
try.

ed on the assumption that there wi!! con- 
tinue to be about 150 new houses in town a 
year. 

“Redistricting. will have to be a con- 
tinual program whether it puts us in a hot 
seat with parents or not’’; she said, 

Alternative 3 was discounted by DEC, 
Silverman said, then revived after paren- 
tal input at a public session in October. 
Some parents—particularly West parent 
concerned with overcrowding in their 
home school—suggested moving part of 
the traditional program to Shawsheen. 
Since more than a third of the non-West 
traditional pupils are from the Shawsheen 
area anyway, it would be returning them 


~toetheir home school. On the other hand, 


pupils from other schools would be enter- 
ing their third school in as many years. 
School Chairman David Ahouse also noted 
that the traditional program would be mis- 
sing the continuity between teachers and 
pupils it has under one roof, and that 
minimum staffing patterns would be dif- 
ficult to abide by. 

Alternative 4 was essentially the first 
option without portables, and involves the 
redistricting of West pupils to Shawsheen 
in 1978 and South pupils to Sanborn in 1979, 
and the eventual moving of Jackson 
facilities to Doherty. This would also 
achieve equalized facilities for elemen- 
tary schools immediately, but does not ad- 
dress the high school overcrowding 
problem. 

Dr. Fred Wallace, who headed up the 
secondary school subcommittee for DEC, 
claimed Tuesday night that the high school 
problem was “‘urgent’’ and ‘‘isn’t going to 
go away.’ 

“It needs to be addressed instantly,’’ he 
Said. 

Alternative 5 would close East Jr. High, 
make West Elementary a seventh and 
eighth grade middle school, and build a 
new elementary school ‘‘further out.’ 
possibly in the Cross Street area. 

‘When you look at a map’’, Silverman 
said, ‘‘you know a mistake was made’. 
West Elementary is nowhere near the 
center of its district, he said, making very 


long bus rides for youngsters who live 
farther out in the new areas. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert was quick to 
Say he didn’t think No. 5 would stand a 
chance with Town Meeting. 

Alternative 6 calls for the closing of a 
building as soon as possible—most likely 
Shawsheen or Sanborn. 

DEC, however, voted unanimously 
against closing a school, on the grounds 
that because giving up the space would 
mean delay of ‘‘equalized services.”’ 

Action on the DEC report will be part of 
a larger operating and capital budget deci- 
sion to be made by the school committee 
toward the end of January. 

Seifert Tuesday night complimented 
DEC on handling ‘‘a variety of volatile 
subjects’’, and looking at the level of 
school services as well as poplulation 
figures. 

Ahouse also offered congratulations on 
the depth of their work ‘‘within a short 
timetable.” He said that the school com- 
mittee might have been ‘‘a bit too restric- 
tive’ on their charge to DEC, but that 
they had done an extremely good job 
within those confines. 

The committee had told them to study 
only the elementary situation, and not to 
come back with recommendations that in- 
volved building new structures. 

Since then, however, as the committee 
has been considering improvements at 
East Jr. High, new construction is once 
again a possibility. 

Copies of the voluminous DEC report 
are available for reading at Memorial Hall 
Library.
